The amendment would permit

Curry highway .at or near Winai- 
sook Lake to the mountain top, a 
distance estimated at between two 
and three miles. 


Senator VVicks called attention 


to the Whiteface Mountain Me- 
morial highway which was built 
in the Adirondacks some years 
ago to honor those who served in 
World War 1. That highway, and 
the observatory atop the moun- 
tain, has made possible a thrill- 
ing and inspiring view of the en- 
tire Adirondack range by thous- 
ands of citizens of this and other 
states. 
Senator Wicks said that a simi- 
lar observatory atop Slide moun- 
tain would provide A similar view 
of the entire Catsldll range. Sen- 
ator Wicks also pointed out that 
no state memorial has as yet been 
provided to honor World War 2 
veterans and believed that his 
proposal would be a step in that 
direction.

PEACETIME CENSORSHIP 


The House Executive Expenditures Com- 


mittee is resuming its inquiry into a "classi- 
fied information system" for government 
offices that could seriously hamper freedom 
of the press at the discretion of various 
executives. 


During the war only three departments— 


State. War and Navy—were allowed to 
classify their Information as restricted, con- 
fidential, secret and top secret. This was 
understandable. But the present security 
proposals would give 50 departments the 
same right. 


There Is an obvious difference between 


Information that would endanger the nation 
and Information that would expose Incom- 
petence or embarrass some official. Protests 
by the press already have modified some of 
the original security demands.

necessary. 


ECONOMICS IN DIPLOMACY 


There Is a remarkable departure from 


accepted practice In the appointment by the 
British government of Sir Oliver Franks, an 
economist, as ambassador to the United 
States. Sir Oliver is only 43, quite young for 
Great Britain's most Important diplomatic 
post He is an educator who has never 
before served In the diplomatic corps, and 
has been connected with the governmen 
only since the beginning of the recent war 


His appointment Is a frank recognition 


of the importance of economics in .the rela 
tions of the world's peoples. More Immedi 
ately It is an Indication of the importance 
Great Britain attaches to the Marshall plan 
since Sir Oliver Is best known outside his own 
country from his appearance at the Par! 
conference on the Marshall plan as adviser to 
the British delegation. 


The British have taken a bold step in the

of the present condition of the world.

The days of building great tunnels are no 


The Union Pacific is double-tracking 
Its Omaha-Salt Lake City line by borini 
through the Ulntah mountains in western 
Wyoming, a distance of a mile and a quarter 
The tunpcl will cost $8,000,000, and will, 1 
is hoped, be completed In the spring of 1949 


This is not a giant like the Swiss St 


Gothard, nine miles long,' or that through th 
Vosges mountains of eastern France, built in 
1937 and nearly seven miles long, or thi 
Great Northern's bore through the Cascadi 
mountains in Washington, almost eight mile 
in length. It is not even equal to that firs 
great tunnel in the United States, the Hoosac 
in Massachusetts, of four and three-quarter, 
miles, opened in 1873.

competition, American railroads are still mak- 
ing large constructions for the future.

. THE RIGHT OF PETITION 


One of the inalienable rights of an American 


citizen is "to petition the government for a redress 
of grievances." That appears in the First Amend- 
ment to the Constitution to the extent that Con- 
gress cannot puss any law abridging, limiting or 
waiving that right. 


So much for 'the Constitution. When it comes 


to actual practice, the citizen gets a run-around 
unless he belongs ,to a powerful pressure group. If 
10 stands atone, one man speaking to his govern- 
ment, he usually discovers that there is no one who 
will listen to him. And there is no law thai re- 
quires anyone to listen to him. 


A case in point is Commander Charles Van 
Ncwkirk, a resident of Amherst in,Ncw Hampshire 
who has a grievance which he can got no one i.o 
listen to, much less redress. He has apparently hud 
a wonderful time discovering that a citizen docs 
not count. 
It seems that Van Newkirk was the Chief En- 
gineer on the S/S Knute Roclcnc, this ship being 
owned by the people of the United States through 
their agent, the Maritime Commission. He was the 
Chief Engineer on such ship during September, 
1944. He was required to certify for payment extra 
wages, called overtime, which he could noi. in con- 
science do because he regarded It as a deliberate 
theft of public money, and being a stubborn, and 
self-respecting New Englander, he declined to put 
his name to the approval of a theft. 
He thus Incurred the enmity of the Pacific Coast 
Firemen, Oilers, Watertenders and Wipers As- 
sociation with which the Government of the United 
States had entered into an agreement i'or the sup- 
ply of labor to the exclusion of non-members. So 
on November 13. 1944, W. W. Jordan and J. David- 
son, according to Van Newkirk, boarded the ship 
to beat him up. He applied to the Disciplinary Unit 
of the Coast Guard which notified him that nothing 
could be done. In a word, he could not cv<jn get 
ordinary police protection, To this Van Newkirk 
swears In an affidavit. 
Van Newkirk went looking as to what can be 


done about such thing and he is still a-looking 
According to Assistant United States Attorney 
McLoughlin in New York, no statute applied. Any- 
body may beat up a Chief Engineer on 'a ship 
owned by the American people. Van Newkirk 
went before a Grand Jury, but the aforesaid Mc- 
Loughlin opposed not only action but even an in- 
vestigation. (I am taking this from the petition 
for a redress of grievances.) 


When Van Newkirk tried to get a court order, 
lie was told to try a Congressional Investigation, 
the aforesaid union put a boycott on Van Ncwkirk, 
forbidding Its members to ship with him. Hence- 
forth he could not get a job. 
> 
So Van Newkirk, in pursuance of the law, peti- 
tioned the Maritime Commission for redress of 
grievances, receiving no hearing, no acknowledge- 
ment in any form whatsoever until September 23, 
1946, which date followed a petition to the Presi- 
dent of the United States. Ho also petitioned the 
Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries of 
the House of Representatives, then headed by 
Schuyler Otis Bland, of Virginia. 


Nowhere did he get any action because' in- 
advertently he was raising two questions; one, the 
right of union representatives to beat up a Chief 
Engineer of a United States-owned ship; the other, 
and this Is dynamite, the right of workers to steal 
the money of the American people by faking over- 
time. It was the second question that got him the 
run-around. It is too hot to handle. 


So far as the President of the United States is 
concerned, the two petitions addressed to him 
were undoubtedly put on the line, passing from 
hand to hand, and ultimately landing in some 
pigeon-hole. Nobody even said, "Brother, you got 
a raw deal. We arc sorry. But votes is votes. You 
only have one vote; the unions have millions of 
votes." 
Leslie Biffle, the amiable friend of the Prcsi- 
•dcnt, when asked to present the petition, wrote: 
"I do not feel that I am In a position to present 


this to the President. I regret that I am unable to 
be more encouraging in-my letter to you."

He hud 
what is known as an inferiority complex. 


I heard about him later, and that he had devel- 


oped a superiority complex; Instead of being defer- 
ential and respectful, he was rude to everybody. 
While the superiority complex may be thought to be 
an improvement over the inferiority complex, to me 
he still had the latter complex and was using the 
superiority complex as a defense for his inferiority 
complex. 
"An inferiority complex is a group of ideas, the 


central one of which Is disbelief in one's abilities in 
this or that direction, with a strong feeling of help- 
lessness and fear at the heart of the complex which 
drives one from this or that situation, makes one 
dislike going Into the company of others, fear meet- 
ing a stranger, shrinking- from attempting the dif- 
ferent or anything that may be criticized, and so 
on."Now we all have a complex or several—relig- 
ious, desire for money or power, for perfection in 
art, music, athletics—and we think nothing about 
It. Having an Inferiority complex is, however, an 
entirely different condition. 


If an individual -has an inferiority complex and 


also has a wish for power or other special equip- 
ment, it can be seen how the inferiority complex 
con intercfcre with his attaining or acquiring this 
other gift or equipment. 
It is two strong -forces 


working in opposition to one another. 
It is this 


struggle of two opposing forces in the individual 
that prevents him from becoming his best self. 
There is conflict. 


Psychologists and psychiatrists state that the 


inferiority complex was developed during childhood 
by thoughtless or over-anxious parents, who did ev- 
erything for the child instead of allowing him to 
do things for himself. He learned to lean on them 
and then, without their aid or care, he lost confi- 
dence in himself and developed an inferiority com- 
plex.

Effort to Brinf United States and Russia Into Hi 


Relationship Is Long Overdue 


.By DAVID LAWRENCE _ 


Washington, Feb. 24 — Some 


move tb bring; the United States 
and Russia together is long over- 
due. It U often talked about 
in 


influential circles but doesn't seem 
to materialize. . 


The idea that Russia is happy 


with the present drift of events is 
as preposterous as the assumption 
that the United States enjoys the 
expenditure of $11,000,000,000 
a 
year on armament to say nothing 
of another' five to six billions on 
international aid* designed to keep 
Communism from spreading. 


In an.economic war of exhaus- 


tion Russia cannot succeed. The 
western Democracies 
have more 
resources and more ingenuity. The 
risk, rather is on the Russian side 
where the huge responsibility and 
cost of subjugating the Balkans 
and keeping her own people obedi- 
ent to the police state is,a ven- 
ture of extraordinary hazards. 


Hitler was able to police Ger- 


many because he dealt with a well- 
disciplined country but neverthe- 
less documents reveal that there 
were plots going on all the time. 
It may be assumed 
that 
the 


rulers of present-day Russia wear 
their crowns somewhat uneasily, 
too.What makes a movement to- 
ward an understanding possible is 
that neither nation really wants 
war—The Russians even less than 
America. Any nation 
which has 
lost literally millions of persons 
and still has many more millions 
on the injured list cannot look for- 
ward to war with any enthusiasm. 
On the contrary, the prospect of 
a war can produce internal trouble 
in Russia. 


The Soviet rulers are trying by 


their propaganda to give the im- 
pression that the Russian people 
must -be prepared for an attack 
but they will not 
make 
much 


headway with such propaganda if 
the western states 
can publicize 


their program! of freedom and 
hunianltariantsm expressed in the 
Marshall Plan. 


On any long-range propaganda 


effort, the American view is bound 
to infiltrate inside." the Balkans 
and inside Russia.' Seizure of the 
reins of government 
in Czecho- 


slovakia 
will dramatize- every- 


where in Europe the totalitarian 
philosophy and in due time brine 
counter-movements in the form oC 
undergrounds. 


So far as the United StatM ii 


concerned, her moral position if 
one of championship of small na- 
tions. Her \yillingness to stand by 
Austria a& well 
as 
Italy 
and 


Greece and Turkey now is well 
known.in Europe. The passage of 
the Marshall Plan 
will be an 
epochal event. It will emphuiac 
that America'is in Europe* to stay 
and that America's diplomatic- in- 
terest lias not diminished sine* 
the ending of the war. 


Russia gave evidence of trying 


to harass and annoy 'America M 
that the United States would go 
isolationist and pull out of Europe. 
That sort of tactics has failed. It 
becomes opportune for Russia now 
to find a way of living with Ul« 
United States in Europe. 


America has made many a fts- 


turc of friendliness but can afford 
to make more. ; A strong nation 
can never be justly accused of ap- 
peasement when it deals with * 
weaker nation. So far as resource* 
and modem plant is concerned in 
this age of mechanization, Ruwiai 
is weak. 
' ' 


The United States could send 
a mission to Russia and try again 
to. find a basis for understanding. 
Such a mission might consist 
wholly of nondiplomatic persons. 
It might include leading citizens 
of America—business men, educa- 
tors, representatives of the legisla- 
tive branch of/ government. Such 
a mission could seek an over-all 
understanding and bring back, if 
possible,' a comprehensive • pro- 
cram of economic as well a* cul- 
tural cooperation. 


The time is ripe for such a mov». 


Recently feelers were reported to 
have emanated from Moscow in- 
dicating that something might b» 
done to call off the "cold war." 
American statesmanship may de- 
fide that it's better to wait until 
the Marshall Plan is set up, when 
Russian cooperation can again b« 
invited. But whether the moment 
is now or aj few months hence. 
1948 should see some effort toward 
a get-together with Russia.

No Allies in Event of War 


New York, Feb. 24 (/Pi—The 


United States, Herbert Hoover 
says, can not count on military 
allies anywhere in the world in the 
event of another war. 


The former President said last 


night that Britain and western 
Europe might remain neutral if 
the United States is attacked. Not 
through ingratitude, he declared, 
but because: 


"It Is the bare stark fact o[ di- 


vided and weakened European na- 
tions in the face of Reel armies of 
2,500,000 men along the Iron Cur- 
tain." 


Addressing 
the 
Washington's 


Birthday banquet of the Sons o£ 
the Revolution, Hoover expressed 
belief that a federation of western 
European states would "strengthen 
the forces of peace and defense." 


He rejected suggestions of an 


American military alliance with 
such a federation, voicing the con- 
viction that a better plan would be 
a regional grouping of the states 
under the U.N. charter. 


This, Hoover observed, would be 


similar to the present grouping of 
Western Hemisphere countries and 
their 
inter-American 
d e f e n s e 
treaty. 


Such a pact, he added, would 


onablc the western European na- 
tions "to better cooperate with all 
the Western Hemisphere states, 
both inside and outside of the 
United Nations." 


"Such an action would bring 


more vitality and strength into the 
United.Nations. It would avoid the 
United States being involved in 
military alliances. 


"Such -an approach would point 


toward peace rather than toward 
war which is the bane of military 
alliances.- It could bring greater 
solidarity 
of action among 
all 
peace-loving nations." 


Hoover added that the Russian 


regional group some day might 
"also cooperate for the common 
welfare of mankind," although he 
termed this prospect "indeed very 
dim."
